WASHINGTON, Dec. 5.—()— 
The. text of President Roosevelt's 
repeal proclamation follows: 

Whereas the congress of the 
United States in second session of 


the seventy-second congress, begun 
at Washington on the fifthday of 
December in the year one thousand 
nine hundred and thirty-four, adopt- 
ed a resolution in the words and 
figures following: to-wit— 

“Joint resolution proposing an 
amendment to the constitution of 
the United States. 

“Resolved by the senate and house 
of representatives of the United 
States of America in congress as- 
sembled (two-thirds of each house 
concurring therein), that the follow- 
ing article is hereby proposed as 
an amendment to the constitution 
of the United States, which shall 
be valid to all intents and pur- 
poses as part of the constitution 
when ratified by conventions in 
three-fourths of the several states: 

“Artile XXI,. 

“Section 1. The eighteenth ar- 
ticle of amendment to the constitu- 
tion of the United States is hereby 
repealed. 

“Section The transportation 
or importation into any state, ter- 
ritory, or possession of the United 
States for delivery or use therein 
of intoxicating liquors, in violation 
of the laws thereof, ig hereby pro- 
hibited, 

“Section 5. This article shall he 
inoperative unless it shall have been 
ratified as an amendment to the 
constitution by conventions in the 
several states, as provided in the 
constitution, within seven years 
from the date of the submission

With a dash of ceremony, Utah late 
today wrote an end to national pro- 
hibition in a decree that opened the 
doors of liquor shops in 18 states. 

Almost half a dozen other states 
were completing plans for legalizing 
sale under their own laws. The re- 
mainder of the nation remained dry. 

Word that Utah—the 36th state— 
had ratified repeal was flashed to 
the capital a few hours after Penn- 
sylvania cad Ohio. But alittle 
later, the final formalities were com- 
pleted with the issuance of proclama- 
tions by the state department and 
President Roosevelt declaring prohi- 
bition at an end. 

There was little ceremony at the 
signing of the presidential or the 
state department proclamations, but 
in wet states and some dry ones there 
were celebrations.

I ask the whole-hearted co-opera- 
tion of all our citizens to the end 
that this return of individual free- 
dom shall not be accompanied by

More Than 95%, of Growers 
in Georgia To Accept 
AAA Contracts. 


TIFTON, Ga., Dec. 5.—(4)—The 
office of the Georgia agricultural ex- 
tension service today reported indica- 
tions were that more than 95 per cent 
of Georgia tobacco planters,would par- 
ticipate in the 1934 acreage reduction 
campaign. 

The growers were offered the con- 
tracts for the first time yesterday and 
county agricultural agents reported 
the plan of the AAA to réduce the 
flue-cured crop to 500,000,000 pounds 
was receiving full co-operation of pro- 
ducers. The growers fn the flue-cured 
area will receive approximately $17,- 

' in adjustment payments, 
$9,000,000 of the sum to be paid in 
the near future. Better prices are also 
expected to follow reduction of the 
crop. 

The sign-up campaign in Georgia is 
being conducted from the local office 
of the Georgia agricultural extension 
service. Georgia growers who partici- 
pate in the program will be paid a 20 
per cent price equalization payment 
on their net warehouse receipts for the 
1933 crop. In addition they will be 
able to rent their 1934 retired acres 
to the government at $17.50 per acre. 
When the crop is harvested they will 
be advanced a minimum of 12 1-2 per 
cent of the value of the net warehouse 
receipts for the year.

Broad, muddy 
roads, masses of peasants, soldiers in 
overcoats, bullock-drawn 
carts, cupolaed domes topped with 
Greek crosses above churches which 
have an I-don’t-know-what bizarre 
mixture of the east and the west, 
there you have the impression as it 
strikes the traveler who races through 
at break-neck speed, 

The signs on shops and stores are 
the familiar Russian letter. The lan- 
guage is extremely similar with that 
of Russia. In fact, all are Slavs. 
There is more similarity, far more, 
between Russian and Bulgarian, than, 
say, between Russian and Ukrainian. 
I didn’t see much cattle in the fields, 
but plenty of goats and sheep. That 
is the east all right. At school, I 
learned that Serbia was “a paradise 
for pigs under a heaven of plums.” 
I saw plenty of pigs, but few plum 
trees. One pig, in fact, had wandered 
out on the railway track and had 
blissfully gone to sleep there, holding 
up the grand, majestic, luxurious Sim- 
plon-Orient Express train in all its 
pomp and glory. Our engineer must 
have seen it a long way off, because 
he put on the brakes and finally 
brought the train to a halt. 

As we neared the Bulgarian fron- 
tier I noticed that shepherds and 
peasants on the fields carried rifles. 
The same inside of Bulgaria, near the 
Serb border. Those two peoples, of 
the same race, language and religion, 
are apparently still at loggerheads.

SPAT WASHINGTON, Dec. 5.—A little inside spat Hes behind 

this current exaggerated talk about 20 to 100 liberals walk- 

ing out on the new deal. : 

Such quarrels happen in the best of families. The boys won't 

leave home in the end. They are merely growling because they 
are temperamental and uneasy. 

There is something fundamental in the constitution of a liberal 
which makes him hate compromises. These new deal liberals are 
interested primarily in governmental reform. To them recovery 
is of secondary importance. They would resign .rather than see 
recovery come without reform. 

It probably will not come to that. Mr. Roosevelt wants reform 
as much as they do, but he has the responsibility also of promot- 
ing recovery. 

The prospects are that a little heart-to-heart talking between 
him and the liberals will quiet the present feeling of unrest. 


SECURITIES The liberals have been uneasy about the proposed 

revision of the securities bill for one thing. They 
noted that Earle Baillie, member of the firm of J. & W. Seligman 
(investment bankers) was made a special treasury assistant. They 
heard the story that he was going to do the rewriting of the securi- 
ties act. It probably was not true, but that did not keep them 
from being disturbed. 

Baillie organized half a dozen of the largest investment trusts 
in Wall Street, including. the Tri-Continental Securities Corpora- 
tion and Selected Industries. 

_ As chairman of the railroad securities committee he told the 
Investment Bankers’ Association (October 31, 1933) that the se- 
curities act was a puzzle, stating ‘it is not apparent how future 
railroad financing cah be done.” 

You can readily see where even an erroneous rumor that he 
was going to have anything to do with the securities act would 
set all liberal hearts a-flutter. 

FAILURE Every insider knows the securities act has not oper- 

ated successfully. They differ about the reasons for 
its failure. The liberals say it is due to the fact that Wall Streeters 
have conducted a filibuster against the law, refusing to do any 
capital financing under it. The Wall Streeters say the law is so 
impractical that even legitimate financing cannot be undertaken. 

They are probably both half right. 

But those in the know whisper that a new proposition has 
recently been put before the federal trade commission which may 
Shed a new light on the whole matter. 

A plan for financing 7,000,000 of new securities has been pro- 
posed. If the commission sanctions it, the way may be opened for 
breaking the deadlock.

TREASURY FINANCING PLANS 
ARE NEARLY COMPLETED 

WASHINGTON, Dee. 5.—@)— 
Plans for the treasury’s mid-Decem- 
ber borrowing were all but ready for 
announcement tonight with indications 
that short-term paper would be offered 
the investing public at an interest 
rate somewhere near 2 per cent. 

Preparations for the financial op- 
jerations, which include refunding 
$727,000,000 in maturing obligations, 
were pushed ahead following the re- 
turn of Earle Baile, special assistant 
to Acting Secretary Morgenthau, from 
conferences with New York authori- 
ties in the investment banking field. 

Although he would give no intima- 
tion of the results of his trip to the 
nation’s financial center, he radiated 
‘a cheerfulness hardly indicating any 
‘lapse in confidence that the financing 
‘would receive the enthusiastie public 
‘support characteristic of similar pre- 
‘vious operations. 

Critics of the administration mone- 
tary policy, especially of the gold-buy- 
ing program, have.asserted that depre- 
ciation of the dollar by this method 
would make it difficult for the gov- 
ernment to borrow.

Americans May Pursue Religions 


But Must Obey Laws, Says Litvinof} 


By ANDRUE BERDING. 
ROME, Dec. 5.—(#)—Maxim Lit- 


vinoff, foreign commissar of soviet 
Russia, said today that although 
Americans in Russia may practice 
their own religion, they still must sub- 
mit to the religious laws of that 
country. 

During a long interview with 80 
members of the foreign press, conduct- 
ed in English, French and German at 
the soviet embassy, he said: 

“But these laws guarantee every na- 
tion complete religious liberty.” 

In explanation of the religious sit- 
uation in the soviet, he said: 

“The American, German, English, 
French and others have complete lib- 
erty to practice their religion but the 
pastors of their religion do not have 
the right to conduct propaganda or to 
proselyte.” 

Litvinoff gave as his opinion that 
the disarmament conference is dead 
and he repeated the statement he 
made in America that the conference 
is “a cadaver.” | 


Asked what solution he would offer 
for disarmament, the Russian states- 
man replied that the good will of na- 
tions would be sufficient to solve the 
problem “for if the spirit of the Kel- 
logg pact existed in fact it could be 


solved, but, instead, the nations aré 
preparing for war.” 

Litvinoff said he had made no con- 
tact with the Vatican during his stay 
in Rome. 

Switching rapidly from one language 
to another, the round-faced foreign 
minister said he had discussed with 
Mussolini questions of international 
import. 

When asked whether Russia would 
join a re-formed League of Nations, 
Litvinoff adjusted his black string tie 
and said, “we have so many practical 
questions to consider now we cannot 
waste time on theoretical ones. As to 
whether. the reorganization of the 
League is in prospect I do not know 
anything more about it than you.” 

He said he would probably return 


to Moscow by way of Berlin in order 
to see the German statesmen. 

As to the possibility that Premier 
Mussolini might act as a mediator be- 
tween Moscow Berlin, Litvinoff 
said, “we have sufficient diplomatic 
relations ourselves with Berlin to 
solve any question.”

No matter how much the impor- 


stressed, bridge players frequently 
find that in the stress of actual play, 
perbaps because of inattention ar rou-

“nothing matters,” bad mistakes are 
made. Though these mistakes are oft- 
en glaring and result in defeated con- 
tracts, the player who makes them 
usually finds it very hard to condemn 
them as strongly as he should. 

Dhe question of entry and re-entry 
f one band to the other is a mat- 
te supreme importance.

Thus by adroit maneuvering Nortoh 
had succeeded in putting himself in 
a position where he had to go down 
1 trick when by the very simple ex- 
pedient of unblocking the trump suit 
he would have had a very valuable 
re-entry into his,own hand to take 
the. third finesse in clubs and thus 
secure the necessary discards. Ob- 
viously North should have taken the 
second round of hearts with the king 
in dummy and the third with the 
nine in his own hand. Then when the 
club finesse held, he should have re- 
turned to his own hand with a high 
heart and again taken a club finesse.
